and liberals to Ccemanisru although SKLP members previously had been carrying 
on this work* This was opposed without success by former members of the SKLP, 
and although the section wa^ disbanded shortly alter they publicly announced 
unification of the party in July 1950, their failure to be heeded previously 
in the matter irritated the SELF faction*
